Part of the night they must rest, but 
the rebels’ activity never ceases, and in 
the darkness the shattered barricades 
are erected again and new ones con- 
structed. 

Reports are now that the troops in 
Moscow are wavering in loyalty. But 
such statements must be received with 
great caution. A dispatch has been re- 
ceived at the Ministry of the Interior 
declaring the situation in Moscow 
threatens real danger and _ imploring 
that reinforcements be dispatched, 
which are urgently needed. 

The Moscow revolutionaries are mad- 
dened that large bodies of troops have 
not joined them, and the batches of sol- 
diers who have been taken prisoners 
have been simply hacked to pieces. 

Owing to heavy losses of officers and 
men which the troops have sustained, 
less than a single army remains to face 
200,000 revolutionists, 60,000 of whom are 
tolerably well armed with rifles and re- 
volvers sighted to kill at 500 yards. 

Armed revolutionary reinforcements 
are reaching Moscow by rail and by 
sledge and marching along the roads.

Wish Expressed by Swimmer 
Who Dived Into Shallow 
Water Is Gratified. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 28.—His neck 
‘broken between the fifth and sixth 
vertebrae, James Booth of Mauch 
Chunk was rushed to that city at the 
‘rate of a mile a minute that he might 
reach there in time to die in his home. 
Every possible means to prolong his life 
was used by physicians and railroad of- 
ficials; everything that = science could 

. suggest was done to allay his pain and 
every precaution was taken against sud- 
den jars. 

Booth broke his neck by diving into 
shallow water on the beach at Atlantic 
City. He received the best medical at- 
tention there, but physicians. said he 
Was beyond the reach of human skill. 
As gently as possible the news was 
broken to him. Then he said that if he 
must die, he wanted to be taken to his 
home to breathe his last. His request 
Was so pathetic that it touched phy- 

« Sicilians and railroad officials alike, and 
plans were made to carry it out, 

Trussed on a stretcher, he was placed 
aboard a Reading train in Atlantic City, 
and at the rate of a mile a minute was 
taken to Camden. He lay on a special 
Water bag bed. The train reeled off 
mile after mile, swaying as curves were 
met and passed, The water mattress. 
however, vielded to the slightest move- 
ment, and in consequence the trip proved 
of only slight danger to Booth. 

At Camden a Jefferson Hospital ambu- 
lance was in waiting and transferred 
the patient to the Reading. terminal, 
where he was placed aboard a bag- 
gage car on a train bound for Mauch 
Chunk. Dr. J. ‘Chalmers Da Costa of 
the Jefferson Hospital and other sur- 
gzeons of note examined Booth. The 
verdict of all was that he must die. 

A physician and a-nurse from the 
Medico-Chirurgical Hospital accompa- 
nied the doomed man from Atlantic 
City. They ‘sat by his side and kept 
close watch: The water bag bed con- 
tained about a ton of water, as it was 
es¢ential that the man’s:‘body be sub- 
jected to not even the slightest jar. 

After Booth’'s dive it was believed he 
was merely stunned or that the breath 
merely had been knocked out of jim. 
So confident was a local physician that 
Booth was only stunned that he was
